SPEAKER MARVEL PRESIDING 

DR. PALMER: Prayer offered.

SPEAKER MARVEL: Roll call. Okay, record the vote.

CLERK: Quorum present, Mr. President.

SPEAKER MARVEL: We would appreciate it if you would get
whatever bills you have in this morning. If this is ab­
solutely impossible we are still going to meet for a 
while this afternoon to try to get as many bills as pos­
sible processed. Mr. Clerk, do you have other items 
under #3?
